2. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Freedman et a! ('918) or McKinney ('154) or Teich ('399). 

With respect to independent claim 1 , in Figure 1 of Freedman et a! ('918), 
please note items 28, 32, and 42. It is pointed out that the tube numbered as 
item 32 would offer some minimal amount of attenuation to the signal in that it is 
not without losses from resistance and impedance. As for the further limitations 
of dependent claim 5, please note that items 28 and 42 are "passband" filters. 

Similarly, in Figure 1 of McKinney ('154), please note items 15, 20, 22, 24 
(any one of which could be the first filter of claim 1 ); items 30, 32, 34, 40, 42, and 
44 (any one of which could be an attenuating device due to normal signal 
losses); and item 52 (which corresponds to the second filter in claim 1). 

And. in Figure 1 of Teich C399), please note items 22, 26, and 28. Item 26 
would attenuate to some extent due to normal circuit losses. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fishbein et al 
C336) or Smith ('402) or Smith ('013) or Denz ('257). 

In Fishbein et al ('336), please note items 9,11, and 1 3 of Figure 1 . In 
Smith ('402), please note the "H.P. Filters"; "Transmission Paths"; and "LP 
Filters" in Figure 1 . In Smith ('013), please note items 20. 22, 24. 30, 32, and 34

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in Figure 1 . In Denz ('257), please note the remarks at column 3, lines 10-14. 
The argument with respect to the attenuator in these references is substantially 
that made in section 2 above. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fornns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 6 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Berrodetal ('181). 

Berrod et al ('181) does not disclose a radar with the disclosed 
temperature-compensated amplifier, but teaches such a use for the amplifier. 
See, for example, the description of Figure 4 in the BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF 
THE DRAWING in column 1 of Berrod et al ('181). The items beside the 
amplifier that are recited in either independent claim 6 or 14 are inherent in any 
modern radar transceiver. 

6. Claims 2-4, 7-1 3, and 1 5-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fonn including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
